ro be Imprinted, bound, or (old, in any placc or places whatſocucr within Our Realmcs or Domumons, any Volumeor Vo- 
lumes, Booke or bookes,worke or workcs, or any part or parcell of them, whercot the Imprinng 1s, or are granted or men« 
tioned, or intend to be granted as aforclaid tothe laid Robert Barker by theaboue recucd Letters Pattents, although there be 
- orſhall be Additions, Notes or Quotations to or vpon theſame, orany Abridgement or A bltract of the fame,or otany parr 
cherof,vpon paine of fortciture of all and cuery ſuch Booke or bookes,and Workeor works {o to belmprinted, contrary to the 
tenour of this Our Royall commandement, T heſametobe lcized rothe vic of Vs, Our Heires and Succeflors, by the faid Ro- 
bert Barker, his Depurics or Atlignes; And allo vpon painc of Our turther diſpleaſure and heauic indignation. Willing and 
hereby (traightly charging and commanding all and {ingular Maiors, Sheriftes, Iuſtices of Peace, Bailittes, Conitables, andall 
other Our Officers, Miniltersand Subiects whatlocuer,to be ayding and aſlilting vnto the ſaid Robert Barker, his Depurics and 
Aſſignes,intheexecurion of this Our Royall pleaſureand commandement, as they avd cuery of them willa.»{were tothe con- 
crary at their vttermoſt perils. Prouided moms neuertheletlc,and itis Ourrrucintentand meaning, not to inhibiteyou or 
your Succeſlors from time to time by theſe preſents, to Imprint orcaulcto be [mprinted,binde,or (cll,or caulc ro be bound or 
ſold.all,cucry,or any the Bookes, which We by any Our Letrers Pattentsby expretſe words or rermes therein mentioned, haue 


granted to you and your ſucceſſors.

of England,France and Ircland, and of Scotland the fitticth, 
IQ, Gold ſaue the King.
